The charter for the ENC Repeater, Inc. has been granted by the NC Secretary of State and permis- 
sion has been obtained to locate a solid state repeater and antennas at any unoccupied and suitable 
elevation on the WITN-TV tower at Grifton. Possible elevations are 1400 feet for the receiver and 
1200 feet for the transmitter. An open repeater is anticipated using 146.16 input and 146.76 output. 


With the charter and site now firmed up, they are seeking the support of interested amateurs through 
membership. The 34 amateurs who attended the November 16 meeting approved a plan to offer 
Charter Memberships at: $25.00 fee to all interested licensed amateurs until the date on which the 
FCC issues a call sign for the repeater, after which date the membership fee would increase to 
$30.00.
